It is made necessary, 
explained Mr. Hamilton of Michigan, 
chairm an of the com m ittee on b n ho­ 
nes, by a provision In the statehoi d 
act which provides that all cas« s in 
which the United States in a party 
should be transferred to the United 
States district and circuit courts. 
All 
criminal oases pending in the courts in 
Indian Territory are brought in the 
name of the United States, and the 
effect cf the provision would be to 
tran sfer all criminal cases to the U nit­ 
ed States district district and circuit 
courts of the Eastern district ot the 
state of Oklahoma and crowd the dock­ 
ets of these courts for years to come. 
The bill also fixes the salaries of Unit­ 
ed States attorney and m arshals in 
the two districts of Oklahoma.
